NOTICE OF PREPARATION

The California Department of Parks and Recreation is the Lead Agency under the
requirements of the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) and is considering the
preparation of a program level (first tier) environmental document for the project
identified below.

PROJECT TITLE:
Afio Nuevo State Park General Plan/Draft Environmental Impact Report

PROJECT LOCATION:

Ao Nuevo State Park is located in San Mateo County on the east side Highway 1,
approximately 27 miles south of Half Moon Bay and approximately 20 miles north of
Santa Cruz. The park is approximately 2,945 acres in size and is located adjacent to
Butano State Park, Big Basin Redwoods State Park, and Afio Nuevo State Reserve. The
park is not formally open to the pubic nor actively managed by State Parks at this time.
Existing development at the park includes several buildings associated with Cascade
Ranch.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION:

The General Plan will provide long-term guidelines for future proposed facilities, land
use, resource management, operation, interpretation, and concession operations at Afio
Nuevo State Park. Specific development proposals or management plans are not part of
the General Plan. This General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report is the first
tier of environmental analysis. Future implementation of General Plan proposals may
occur in phases as funding becomes available, and these proposals will be subject to
additional project-specific environmental review.

The General Plan will be based upon the park’s classification, Declaration of Purpose,
and Vision, which will provide a context and direction for future park management and
site specific planning and development. The plan will consider project alternatives and
can recommend further studies for future development projects.

The General Plan will develop park-wide goals and guidelines and may also call for the
preparation of management plans covering subjects such as natural resources and
sensitive species, cultural resources, park recreation, interpretation, trails, regional
influences, and visitor impacts.



The following are some of the primary planning issues anticipated in this process:

This planning effort will focus on the primary question of how do we meet increasing
demands for public recreation at Afio Nuevo State Park while also improving the
protection, preservation, and management of the park’s unique natural and cultural
resources, and protect its special sense of place.

Regional influences and parks relationship with surrounding areas. Opportunities
may exist to improve the park’s ecological, biological, recreational, and educational
relationships with neighboring lands, land-uses, landowners, jurisdictions, services, and
facilities.

Growing demand for recreational opportunities and visitor experiences.
Opportunities may exist to provide a diverse range of new facilities for day use and
overnight camping experiences that include fishing, guided tours, nature trails, wildlife
viewing, hike-in, and drive-in camping while protecting the natural and cultural resources
of the park.

Visitor use impacts on resources. The General Plan will evaluate the impacts of
existing and potential development and visitor use on sensitive resources and will initiate
visitor capacity surveys for park planning zones.

Preservation and restoration of sensitive plants, animals, and their habitats in the
park. The park provides habitat for a number of sensitive plant and animal species.
Opportunities may exist to enhance habitats, restore populations, and protect these and
other native and less sensitive species within the park.

Invasive exotic plant and animal species management. Invasive exotic plant and
animal species are negatively affecting the park’s native plants, animals, and habitats.
Guidelines are needed for long-term management of invasive species.

Transportation, circulation, and parking. Opportunities may exist to develop and
improve park entrances, circulation, and parking. Road and trail systems may need
improvement to meet future park management and recreation needs.

Park interpretive and educational resources, programs, and facilities. Opportunities
may exist to develop the park’s interpretive and educational programs and facilities that
will interpret the significance of the Western slope of the coastal range, prehistoric Native
American occupation, and nineteenth century Cascade Ranch farming.

Employee housing. Opportunities may exist to improve and/or increase employee
housing.



POSSIBLE ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACTS:

Afio Nuevo State Park contains a diversity of habitats including old growth redwood and
Douglas fir forest, freshwater marsh, red alder riparian forest, and knobcone pine forest.
Four perennial streams located within the park support steelhead trout and Coho salmon,
and its wetlands provide habitat to the rare San Francisco garter snake and red-legged
frog. Cultural resources within the park include the remnants of a prehistoric Native
American occupation site and a number of structures from the nineteenth century
Cascade Ranch. In conjunction with adjacent and nearby public lands, Afio Nuevo State
Park provides for the protection of important regional ecological corridors.

The EIR will analyze the potential environmental impacts associated with
implementation of the proposed General Plan. Specific areas of analysis will include
potential impacts to soils, water quality, wildlife and habitat, vegetation, aesthetics,
cultural resources, and recreation at Afio Nuevo State Park. Generally, long-term effects
should be beneficial as resource management is implemented and development and
intensive public use is located or redirected to less sensitive areas.

HOW TO COMMENT:

The comment period for the Notice of Preparation (NOP) will close 30 days after receipt
of this notice. Please note that while the comment period for the NOP has a closing date,
interested parties are encouraged to contact State Parks staff at any time during the
process to receive an update of the process, ask questions, or share information.

The
potential for significant impacts to sensitive species, natural communities, wetlands, and migratory corridors and nursery sites
as a result of implementing the proposed General Plan will be evaluated in the General Plan EIR. The General Plan will
propose appropriate goals, guidelines, and necessary mitigation measures to address any significant impacts to biological
resources. Future implementation of General Plan proposals will occur in phases as funding becomes available, and these
proposals will be subject to additional project-specific environmental review.

Afio Nuevo State Park is not located in the vicinity of a school, public or private airstrip, or on a hazardous materials
site. The proposed General Plan would not involve proposals resulting in the routine transport, use, or disposal of hazardous
materials, or impair or interfere with any emergency response plans. In addition, the area is not particularly susceptible to the
risk of wildland fire. The General Plan may include proposals for visitor facilities such as new structures, parking lots,
camping and picnic areas, lighting, trails, etc. that may result in the potential accidental release of hazardous materials during
construction (e.g. construction equipment fuel spill/release) at the time such proposals are implemented. The potential for
significant impacts from hazardous materials as a result of implementing the proposed General Plan will be evaluated in the
General Plan EIR and all regulations for hazardous material transport, use, and disposal will be adhered to.

The General Plan may include proposals for visitor facilities such as new structures, parking lots, camping and picnic
areas, lighting, trails, etc. that may have the potential for adverse impacts to water quality from both point and non-point
sources. Portions of Afio Nuevo State Park fall within a 100-year flood hazard area (Zone A). The potential for significant
impacts from flood hazards and impacts to water quality as a result of implementing the proposed General Plan will be
evaluated in the General Plan EIR. The General Plan will propose appropriate goals, guidelines, and necessary mitigation
measures to address any significant impacts to water quality, drainage patterns, stormwater runoff, and significant impacts
from potential flood and other inundation hazards. Future implementation of General Plan proposals will occur in phases as
funding becomes available, and these proposals will be subject to additional project-specific environmental review.
